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The proposed extension of the teachings of Telia to make them consistent with Applicant's 
claimed invention finds no support whatsoever within the cited references and can only be based 
upon impTXjper hindsight reasoning resulting from first considering Applicant's description and 
claims. 

The proposed addition of the teachings of the Bullock reference do not establish a prima 
facie case of obviousness. There is no benefit to making the addition because Telia already relics 
upon GPS infonnation for making the location determinations within that airangenient. Therefoic, 
adding the GPS information &om Bullock does not provide any benefit and there is no prima facie 
case of obviousness. Where a proposed combination of references does not provide any benefit CO 
the airangement in the primary reference* there is no proper legal motivation for modifying the 
primary reference and the combination cannot be made. 

As there is no prima facie case of obviousness against any of Applicant's claims, this case is 
in condition for allowance.
